London, Sept. 25.— The Manchester 
Guardian understands that an agree- 
ment is probable between Great Britain, 
Russia and France to bring about a 
settlement of the Eastern question, the 
co-operation of France being purchased 
by an understanding regarding Egypt, 
The Guardian expresses the .belief that 
the scheme is to neutralize both Egypt 
and -Turkey under an international 
guarantee, with their rulers under inter- 
national tutelage. 

They hurricane of yesterday swept the 
coast all night long and the seas were 
terrific. Great damage was done to the 
buildings about the harbors, wharves 
and piers, and vessels were stranded at 
many points. Their crews, however, 
were saved by life lines. Much wreck- 
age is strewn about the shore in all 
directions and the channel service has 
been suspended. So far. there • are few 
fatalities reported. 

The ramp of the Egyptian expedition 
has been moved three miles south of the 
city to secure healthier quarters than are 
found in Dongola. 

it now appears that 1,000 Armenians 
were killed at Egin, in the Kharput dis- 
trict, in the recent massacres, aud it is 
reported that 100 Armenians have been 
killed in Divrig in the Bamevila yet. 

The Vossische Zeitung of Berlin learns 
that a series of conferences of members 
of the corn exchange respecting dealings 
in wheat futures has resulted in an 
agreement to adopt a contract note, 
which, while excluding speculations, 
will permit general dealings without in- 
fringing the new laws. 

The local guerrilla force of Lajas, 
province of Santa Clara, Cuba, has cap- 
tured the insurgent leader Aniceto Her- 
nandez. The steamship Santiago arriv- 
ed to-day from Spain with 59 officers and 
2,050 soldiers to reinforce the Spanish 
army here. There were several cases of 
smallpox on board the steamer nnd she 
was fumigated before the troops were 
landed. 

An official despatch from Manilla, 
capital of the Phillipine Islands, says 
that after three days fighting at Ke- 
bazada the insurgents were repulsed 
with a loss of fifty Killed, including their 
leader, Capecilafuen. A despatch to the 
Impereal from Manilla sayB the insur- 
gents have occupied eight' villages near 
Cavite, and that they have considerable 
supplied of arms and food. 

The steamer blown ashore on Ter- 
Bchelling island, in the North sea, re- 
ported to be a North German Lloyd liner, 
proves to be the Spanish steamer Hutro. 
The crew has been landed on Ameland 
island. 

The admiralty has received a dispatch 
from Nagasaki, Japan, stating that a 
boat belonging to If. M. S. Narcissus 
(armored cruiser) capsized on Septem- 
ber 11 in Fish river, and that Captain 
Lang and three seamen were drowned. 



DYNAMITE CONSPIRACY. 

Continuation of the Inquiry in the Case of 
Ivory— Accused Remanded for 
a Week. 

London, Sept. 25.— Tho hearing of 
Edward J. Ivory alias Edward Bell, 
charged with complicity in a dynamite 
conspiracy, was resumed at Bow Street 
police court to-day, Mr. C. F.Gill prose- 
cuting on behalf of the treasury depart- 
ment. A man named Goll, proprietor of 
a cafe in Antwerp, testified as to the 
movements of Kearney and Hughes, who 
were arrested in Rotterdam, and of Ivory 
and P. J. Tynan. Keerney told 
Goll, he said, in explanation of the large 
purchase of chemicals ho was making, 
that he was travelling for an American 
chemical company and was buying raw 
material to ship to New York. After the 
inspector cf the Rotterdam police had 
given evidence that he had found twenty 
dynamite cartridges in Kearney's bed 
after his arrest, and that he had also 
found a letter to Kearney from Bell and 
receipts for the purposes of nitric and 
sulphuric acids and glycerine, Ivory was 
remanded for a week. 

Counsel for the prosecution claimed 
that Ivory, Tynan, Kearney and Haines 
had conspired to cause a dynamite ex- 
plosion in tho United Kingdom, and had 
left New York in August supplied with 
money and sent to this country by a 
Fenian organization in New York for 
tlie purpose of preparing bombs and 
dynamite at Antwerp and then securing 
men in London or Glasgow to explode 
them. September 15 had, it was as- 
serted, been fixed upon as the time when 
the last step in the conspiracy should be 
consummated. Infernal machines of a 
new pattern were found in the posses- 
sion of Kearney and Haynes when they 
were arrested.

PERSECUTED ARMENIANS. 

Protests of Citizens of Manchester— Nubar 
Pasha's Contribution— Massacres 
at Karpoot. 

London, Sept. 25.— At a meeting held 
in Manchester, under the presidency of 
the bishop of that city, 8,000 persons at- 
tended to protest against the Turkish 
treatment of the Armenians. 

The Turkish authorities have put a 
stop to the deportation of Armenians, 
which lias been going on extensively of 
late. 

The French admiralty arc making in- 
quiries as to how soon three ironclads 
could he fitted out for service in Turkish 
waters. 

The Daily News announces that Nu- 
bar Pasha, the well-known Egyptian 
statesman, formerly president of the 
Egyptian council of ministers, has do- 
nated 1M00 to the Armenian relief fund. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the 
Daily News says : "The United States 
legation has received news from one of 
its consuls ol a serious massacre at 
Ehin in the district of Karpoot. • 

Lady Henry Somerset writes from Mar- 
seilles an appeal to tho Daily News to 
collect funds to send refugee Armenians 
to America. The Daily News also prints 
an appeal from Miss Frances Willard to 
her sisters in America on the same sub- 
ject, and in an editorial rejoices to be 
able to assist in such a project.

hits been dishonest, has shown that they 
do not believe in the principle of non- 
interference which they a few months 
ago professed to hold so dear and which 
they declared they would act upon if 
they were returned to power. 

If the Liberals had been hon- 
est and consistent they would have 
dropped the Manitoba school question 
on tho day they took office and ever 
after acted as if it had never existed. 
That is what the cry " glands off Mani- 
toba" meant, if it meant anything at 
all. That, too, was what the doctrine of 
non-interference signified. Those who 
believe that the Constitutions of the Do- 
minion and of Manitoba give the Fed- 
eral Government no power to remedy 
an education law which is proved to be 
injurious to the rights of the denomina- 
tional minority, are acting inconsistently 
and dishoneatly when they support a 
Government which interferes in any 
shape or form with the education laws 
of Manitoba or with the education pol- 
icy of its Government. By not protest- 
against the negotiations that have 
been going on for months and the de- 
moralising intrigues of which Winnipeg 
is tho centre, they show that they did 
not mean what they said when, during 
the late election, they kept on shouting 
Hands off Manitoba."

SLANDERING THE PROVINCE. 



" HANDS OFF MANITOBA." 

While the late election campaign was 
going on thej watchword of the Liberals 
was " Hands off Manitoba." This preg 
nant sentence was the theme of a thou- 
sand Grit editorials, and its utterance 
by Grit platform orators was greeted by 
thunders of applause from enthusiastic 
anti-coercioniBts. Never was any party 
pledged to a policy more generally and 
more enthusiastically than the Liberal 
party of this Dominion is pledged to the 
policy of the strictest non-interference 
with the legislation on the subject of the 
schools of the province of Manitoba 
The anti-coercionists would not listen to 
argument, they would pay no regard to 
the terms of union if those terms per 
initted tho Federal Government to inter 
fere with what they called the " auto 
nomy " of Manitoba. They boldly ant 
unqualifiedly asserted the right of the 
Legislature of Manitoba to make what 
laws it pleased with respect to education 
and they denied the right or the author 
ity of the Dominion Government to 
attempt to have those laws changed i 
any respect. " Hands off Manitoba 
was their cry. It was this cry that 
secured the return of a large majority of 
the English-speaking supporters of th 
present Government. If it had not 
been adopted by Mr. Laurier and th 
other leaders of the Liberal party they 
would not be in power to-day. 

How have the Government carried 
the election pledges of Grit candidates 
Have they pursued a policy of sti 
non-interference with respect to Man 
itoba? Has their action with regard to 
the Manitoba school question been based 
on the principle contained in their elec 
tion cry? Have they kept thei 
hands oil' Manitoba? Have they, as the 
• were bound in honor and honesty to do, 
treated Manitoba in this matter of school 
legislation in precisely the same manner 
as they have treated British Columbia 
or Prince Edward Island. Have they 
made no attempt to interfere with its 
school legislation directly or indirectly? 
Have they acted as if they had no right 
or no authority under any circumstances 
to interfere? 

All the world knows they have not. 
from almost the lirst day they took 
office until now they have been putting 
their hands on Manitoba, treating her as 
if they had a right to interfere with her 
educational affairs. Have they entered 
into negotiations with the Government 
of British Columbia with the view of 
prevailing upon them to make a change 
in their non-denominational school sys- 
tem favorable to the denominational 
minority? How have they tampered 
with the members of tho British Colum- 
bia Government? Has one member of 
that Government after another gone to 
Ottawa to see what can be done towards 
settling the British Columbia school 
question? Has the Leader of the Gov- 
ernment publicly promised that a change 
ahall be made in the educational policy 
of that Government? No. British 
Columbia has been left alone. No 
attempt has been made to inter- 
fere with its school law. The integrity 
of the ineinbors of its Govern mont 
has not been assailed. Why? Why 
have the Government kept their hands 
ofif British Columbia? Simply because 
they know they have no right to inter- 
fore in her educational affairs. If the 
Government had acted honestly, if they 
and their supporters had kept their 
pledges, expressed and implied, they 
would have treated Manitoba in precise- 
ly the same way as they have treated Brit- 
ish Columbia. Their whole course with 
respect to Manitoba since the election 



The Mining 'Review, of Rossland, a 
new candidate for favor there, has sig- 
nalized its entrance into the journalistic 
arena by Borne very intemperate and ill- 
judged editorial remarks, from which we 
quote the following: 

The land policy of the British Colum- 
bia Government is enough to drive its 
enemies to assassination and its friends 
to suicide. First it made a poor mouth 
to the legislature, saying that the pur 
chase law must be re-enacted because 
the Province lacked revenue. And the 
purchase law was re-enacted. Then it 
proceeded to reserve all the land that 
anyone wants to buy, not for the pur- 
pose of retaining its most valu 
able asset in the treasury of the 
Province, but for the purpose of handin 
it over to railway companies for consul 
erations which iigure nowhere in the 
public revenue, however largely they 
may bulk in the private ledgers of in- 
dividuals. It was hoped by many that, 
after the translation of the Hon. Forbes 
G. Vernon, nothing worse than incom- 
petence was to be feared in the land de- 
partment, and that some of the first 
elements of fair dealing would invade its 
tarnished precincts. But the leopard 
has not changed his spots nor the Ethi- 
opian his skin. The land department 
of the British Columbia government re- 
mains the same, except that, if it were 
possible, ' its predations have become 
more brazen, its effrontery more con- 
spicuous than before. 

Such language as the foregoing is not 
calculated to obtain fora newspaper juBt 
starting out that respect and confidence 
which are necessary to success. The in- 
sinuation that public assets are handed 
over by the Government to railway com- 
panies for considerations which figure 
in private ledgers, if less indefinite in its 
application, would be criminally libellous, 
and we call attention to it, not that any 
importance is to be attached to the source 
from which it springs — becau e it will 
probably be found that the writer is 
some irresponsible person, who neither 
knows nor cares about what ho eays — but 
because professedly reputable journals 
flippantly repeat such slanders, which 
go abroad, if unchallenged, as a reproach 
on the politics and public men of British 
Columbia. 

When a newspaper accuses a public 
department of unfair dealing and refers 
to its precincts as "tarnished," and its 
administrative acts as " predations," 
without a scintilla of proof in support of 
its statements, the editor does not realize 
the meaning of the language he uses — 
in other words is unfit to occupy the 
editorial chair — and not much less can 
be said for the editors who assist in cir 
dilating such accusations. 

Any man of ordinary intelligence 
must know that a government proved 
guilty of such conduct as is alleged 
would be unworthy of support or con 
fidence, and would be immediately de 
posed. To flippantly suggest what there 
is not a shadow of authority to sustain 
should be condemned by all right-think 
ing persons, whether in sympathy witl 
the Government or not. It is a libel on 
the Province, calculated to do the gravest 
injury to the interests of all concerned 
in its welfare. 



the upper classes, were prone to rrcondi- 
tion of under-health. Golf, tennis, and 
skating were not so successful as cycling- 
in bringing the bodily functions intoj 
healthy operation. Tho innermost gar- 
ment when cycling must bo of wool, 
and tho clothing generally must he 
loose. Ab a medical man ha con- 
sidered rational dress safer and moro 
healthful, though as a man he considered 
it excessively ungraceful. He emphasized 
tho necessity of sitting upright, and of 
not doing too much so as not to he able 
to sleep or eat, and suggested milk and 
soda as a drink. The less fluid consum- 
ed between meals when riding the better, 
and the evele should be given an hour's 
rest after'the midday meal. The ball of 
the foot should be placed on the pedal. 
From 52 in. to GO in. should be the limit [ 
of gearing for a woman's machine. His [ 
four concluding words of advice were 
" moderation " and again " moderation" 
and " loose clothing." 

HOW TO SAVE LIFE. 

There are many disbelievers even in 
these days in sanitary science. Those 
disbelievers regard the men who talk 
about taking precautions against the 
spread of disease, who insist upon having 
their own and their neighbors' premises 
kept clean, and who go to a great deal 
of trouble and expense to have their 
houses well ventilated and the water 
upply made pure and kept pure, as 
faddists, as a kind of amiable cranks I 
who are sometimes a little troublesome, 
and who every rynv and then require to 
be sat upon heavily and resolutely. 

It is a pity that these sceptics could 
not be convinced that they are the en- 
emies of themselves, of their own fam- 
ilies and of their fellow-citizens. If they 
could be convinced that attention to 
what they regard- as matters of little 
consequence saves the lives of thousands 
of men, women and children every year 
in the cities of the civilized world, they 
would change their minds and see that 
what they; regard as trifles are no trifles 
at all, and that what they condemn as 
fusainess is a sure means of promoting 
the general health and diminishing the 
general mortality. They will hear with 
incredulity that what they call faddism 
and fussiness has been the cause of 
lengthening the average term of life in 
most parts of the civilized world, and 
would make life even still longer ii they 
were more generally practised. 

At the Congress of the Sanitary Insti- 
tute held in Newcastle in the early days 
of the present month, Professor Corfield 
delivered an address on sanitary science 
and preventive medicine. In this ad- 
dress he sketched the progress made in 
the preservation of the public health 
and discussed various current questions

CYCLING FOR LADIES. 

Ladies are everywhere taking to the 
bicycle, and taking exercise upon it seems 
to be doing them good. There are some 
however, who think that exercise on the 
bicycle is injurious to the health of 
women. They talk learnedly on the 
subject, and they evidently believe in 
their own theories. Fortunately, a de- 
claration which many will look upon as 
authoritative was a short time ago made 
on cycling lor ladies. While the San 
itary Congress was holding its sessions 
in Newcastle, Dr. E. B. Turner, at a con 
ierence of ladies, presided over by the 
Lady Mayoress, read a paper on the 
above very interesting subject. Here is 
a synopsis of what he read, as given by 
the London Times : 

Tho learned Doctor said that quiet 
and recreative cycling for women was 
one of the greatest boonB which had been 
conferred upon the sex in the present 
ago. Morally, mentally and physically 
he expected it to improve not only the 
individual, but the race generally. 
There was an almost unanimous consen- 
sus of opinion among those best qualified 
to judge that the averago standard of 
health among women who cycled had 
undergone an appreciable elevation. 
Modem-day women, especially among 



in relation to the subject. Among other 
thiiigs — 

Professor Corfield pointed out that the 
death-rate of the country had decreased 
since the passing of the Public Health 
Act of KSTS, and he had no doubt hut 
that a similar result would follow the 
London Act of 1891. How far could such 
a reduction go? Waa it within the 
bounds of possibility that the permanent 
death-rate of a mixed community should 
be as low as 10 per 1,000 per 
annum? With a death-rate of 10 the 
mean length of life would he just under 
70 if the birthrate were 20 per 1,000, and 
would be 55'o with a birthrate of 30, and 
a little under 51 with a birth-rate of 35. 
Now, the mean length of life in London 
during the past 18 years was nearly 39 
years, and in St. George's, Hanover- 
equare, in 21 years, over 55 years; while 
during tlie last 10 years the figures were 
-lO.'o years for London and nearly 00 for 
St. George's, Hanover-square. A mean 
length of life of 51 years, which, with a 
death-rate of 10, would merely imply a 
birth-rate of )!() — the present birth-rate 
in London — was not only attainable, but 
ought to be attained. 

A death rate of 20 in the thousand is 
not in these days considered by any 
means high. In many places it is much 
higher, if a law could be passed the op- 
eration of which would reduce the death 
rate to 10 in the thousand, would not 
Buch a law be an unqualified blessing? 
'A'ould it not increase the enjoyment of 
life in the commuiiiLy In which it was in 
operation, immeasureably ? It should be 
remembered that lessening the death 
rate bo largely would lessen sickness and 
Buffering from disease in a proportion- 
ate degree. No one needs to be re- 
minded that the fewer deaths there are 
in a community in proportion to its 
numbers, the better is the health of 
those composing it. 

It may lie worthwhile to inquire what 
would be the result of changing 
the death rate from 120 in the 
1,000 of the population of a city say 
of 20,000 inhabitants ton death rate of 
10 in the 1,000. At tho former rate the 
deaths in the city would be 100 in a 
year, at the latter rato it would be 200. 
Here we have a saving of 200 lives every 
year by observing sanitary law— by 
fussing about air and water and decom- 
posing filth and drainage, etc. Is not 
the chance of saving even half that num- 
ber of lives every year well worth a little 
trouble and more expense?

Anxiety Felt For tlie " Lake Lern- 
an "—A Smart Voyage From 
.Newcastle. 



The first Japanese steamship owned, 
manned and mastered by a full crew of 
the Mikado's subjects to visit Paget 
Sound will arrive at Seattlo to-day or to- 
morrow, to load lumber from Kerry's 
mill for Osaka, Japan. The name of the 
steamship is the Konoura Mara, com- 
manded by Capt. Ito, a relative of the 
great military genius of Japan bearing 
tlie same name. It W09 formerly the crack 
British Bteamship Lennox, 1,400 tons bur : 
den. The owners of the Konoura Maru 
have secure la bigjgovernment contract in 
Northern Japan, which will requir 
about 1U, 000, 000 feet of lumber, and they 
sent Mr. Kiua, a bright Japanese scholar 
of European education, to Puget Sound 
to negotiate the purchase. It is proposed 
to send eight cargoes to the Orient as 
soon as possible, and to facilitate dis- 
patch Mr, Kida has arranged tor the 
consignment of his vessels to Rothschild 
it Co., of Seattle, who 
load the steamers anil attend 
their port agencies in that city 
This particular line is full of significance 
to the development of Japanese trade 
with Puget Sound. The company is verv 
wealthy and anxious to build and de> 
velop a big trade in the products of the 
Pacific coast. The Konoura Maru was 
spoken off Cape Flattery two days ago 
by the British ship Balmoral. She was 
iii a nense fog and was looking for a 
pilot. 

.AN' ARRIVAL FOR LUMBER. 

The only large sea arrival yesterday 
was tlie British bark Villatta, Captain 
Harland, which was towed into the 
Royal Roads by the American tug Pion- 
eer. The Villatta hails from Newcastle 
in ballast and her trip here was made in 
the remarkably quick time of 52 days, 
despite several annoying delays, tier 
course was to the westward of the Ha 
waiian islands, and when the group was 
reached tho vessel was out 83 days. She 
was in Barclay sound on Sunday last 
and has since then been befogged. Capt. 
Harland reports trade at a standstill in 
Newcastle owing to the miners' strike. 
Fully 100 sailing vessels were awaiting 
coal cargoes when he sailed but unable 
to secure them owing to toe strike. The 
Villatta came here for orders and found 
a charter awaiting her to load lumber. 

"where is the ' lake leman'?" 
Some little apprehension is being felt 
in maritime circles for the safety of the 
Chilean bark Like Leman, which came 
into collision with the Italian bark Laz 
zaro in a dense fog off Cape Flattery last 
Friday. Since the accident a fleet of 
vessels have arrived in port, says a Port 
Townsend dispatch, but nothing has been 
heard from the Lake Leman, which 
ought to have got intoJRoyal Roads last 
Sunday. The Lazzaro sent a boat to the 
Chilean vessel and offered assistance, 
but it was declined, Captain Buzzo of 
the Lake Leman saying that though his 
headgear had been carried away he 
would have no difficulty in arriving at 
his destination. An hour later the ves- 
sels drifted apart and the Chilean vessel 
has not since been heard from. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The City of Kingston will not arrive 
here from the Sound until midnight to- 
morrow, as she waits at Tacoma until 3 
p.m. in order to bring home the Port- 
land excursionists. Owing to this change 
the steamer leaves here for the Sound at 
9 o'clock Monday morning. 

The 0. R. & N. Bteamship Monmouth 
shire is expected to arrive from Comox 
to-day, where she has been receiving 
bunker coal for her outward voyage to 
the Orient. She lias a big cargo from 
Portland, which she will complete upon 
receiving Victoria freight. 

Three sealing schooners were reported 
in the Straits last night. Two were said 
to be the Mary Fllen and E. B. Marvin, 
the former from Behring sea and the 
latter from the Japan coast. 

Tug Lome leaves for Vancouver this 
morning with tlie British ship Errol, 
now in Esquimalt, and which loads at 
Moodyville mill for Adelaide. 

The steamship Chittagong did not 
enter dock as expected yesterday, owing 
to the non-receipt of a cablegram de- 
finitely sanctioning that course. 

The British ship Kelot, 124 days out 
from Mauritius and hound for the Royal 
Roads for orders, arrived last night. 

The Bteamship City of Topeka is due 
from Alaska to-morrow.

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Confidence Increasing— Large Movement of 
Crops— Prices Tending Upwurds— 
Failures of the Week. 

New York, Sept. 25. — Bradetreet's to- 
morrow will say that in Eastern jobbing 
circles the feeling is one of increased 
confidence with more doing in some 
staple lines. In most other instances 
purchases continue for immediate wants 
only. Throughout the Central and 
Northwestern States no material change 
is reported. An improvement is shown 
in the various commercial and industrial 
lines at New York, Boston, Providence 
and Pittsburg. The improved demand 
for wool continues with an up- 
ward tendency in prices. There is 
a better jobbing movement in cotton 
goods. The sales of woollens are gener- 
ally of the low cost variety. The start- 
ing upjof the cotton mills and furnaces is 
conspicuous, but manufacturers in some 
instances seem to be anticipating the 
demand. The stocks of pig iron have 
nearly doubled since January 1st, while 
the producing capacity has been re- 
stricted more than a third. The general 
tendency of staples continues; most of 
the advances of a week ago, notably 
those for cereals, wool, cotton, leather, 
iron, steel, lumber and hides remain 
firm. The ex porta of wheat, flour in- 
cluded, from both coasts of the United 
States and from Montreal this week 
amount to 3,818,046 bushels as compared 
with 3,506,000 bushels last week. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly re- 
view of trade, notice a very moderate 
yet distinct improvement, not only in 
the buying of materials, but also in or- 
ders for the products of some industries 
in the money markets and in the ex- 
ports of staples. The movement of the 
crops continues large and the purchases 
for export have advanced prices, or 
prevented depression. An important 
change is the general advance in the 
produce markets, especially in wheat, 
which rose sha-ply on Thursday and 
Friday, closing 5 1 ,, higher for the week 
with much buying, apparently on for- 
eign account. 

The failures for the week have been 
315 in the United States, against 216 last 
/ear, and 30 in Canada, against 50 last 
year.

SUPPLY EXCEEDS DEMAND. 

Unprecedented Runs of Salmon In the Rivers 
of the Far North. 

Several vessels are now on their way 
to San Francisco from tlie far North, 
laden to their capacity with the output 
of the Alaska salmon canneries. The 
run this season has at many places been 
phenomenal, there being no failures at 
any of the canneries and all putting up 
their allotted packs, while at ICarluk 
don hie or treble the number of cases 
assigned to that station by the packers' 
association could easily have been canned. 

Last winter was oneof the coldest ever 
experienced by the inhabitants of Alaska, 
anil the salmon season was from four to 
five weeks delayed in consequence. Many 
cannera were fearful of a small pack, the 
fish not running as strong in June or 
July as in ordinary seasons. When the 
run did commence in earnest, though, 
the hauls were beyond all precedent. At 
Karluk one haul of the seine landed up- 
wards of 100,000; while one cannery 
there, belonging to the Alaska Improve- 
ment Co., put up 100.000 cases. 

The association canneries, being un- 
able to handle the full number of fish 
taken, were sending their surplus catch 
to adjacent canneries, until this was 
stopped by Mr. Tingle, the United States 
fish commissioner, to the chagrin of the 
independent cannera, i.e., those outside 
of the combination. They maintain that 
the inspector bad no authority to regu- 
late the number of fish to be taken— only 
the method of taking them— and the 
merit of this contention will probably 
be determined by an official inquiry on 
a reference to Washington.

As near as can be ascertained, 
the shock came from the northeast to 
the southwest, and lasted for about ten 
seconds.

President Dole leaves for the island of 
Hawaii to-morrow to be absent about 
two weeks. There is little on hand in 
government circles just now and he goes 
merely for the purpose of a quiet vaca- 
tion. 



GOLD MINING IN ALASKA. 

Capital and Machinery Necessary for the 
Obtaining of ProiUs-Quartz Proposi 
lions Attract Attention. 

" The old favorite atreamB tributary to 
the Yukon— the Forty Mile and others- 
are not yielding the returns this season 
that they have in the past." So says a 
veteran "mining man of this city who has 
just returned from an extended stay in 
the far North, and who, lest he be mis- 
understood as stating that Alaska's gold 
Bitpply is exhausted, adds immediately: 
"New ones equally rich are being dis- 
covered every day, however, and the 
possibilities of the Yukon country are 
still incalculable. 

" There were quite 2,000 men at Cook's 
Inlet this year, but very few among 
them even saw the ' color.' Some of the 
old claims yielded fair profits, but 
almost universal disappointment has re- 
sulted from the ' rush.' There are many 
excellent hydraulic propositions in that 
section, but for individual labor the gold 
ia, as a rule, too fine to pay. 

" At Anchor Point ttie Boston and 
Alaskan Company are building seven 
miles of ditch eight feet wide at tho top 
and four at the bottom. Their works 
have given employment to some 50 or til) 
disappointed miners, helping these dis- 
couraged and disheartened men out of a 
very tight place. This property pro- 
mises to prove one of the richest mines 
in Alaska, as from 10 to L'-iO colors to tin; 
pan can be had anywhere on the beach 
for miles. It is estimated by expert and 
practical mining men that the wnole sec- 
tion, embracing several hundred acres, 
will average $2.50 to the square yard. 

" There are other districts many think 
of equal richness — the Shuckitni and 
Tysnick rivers having been taken up 
for development next year, by Eastern 
capitalists — while large and promising 
quartz deposits were found this year at 
Souey harbor, on the opposite or west 
side of the inlet. No assays have been 
made of the samples brought out, but 
the quartz greatly resembles that of the 
Treadwell, being of a light grey color 
dotted with iron pyrites. 

" The ' Last Chance ' mine near Sitka 
was ready to start crushing when the 
last steamer left, and gives promise of 
becoming a decidedly profitable prop- 
perty. The ore is found on top of a 
mountain above the timber line and is 
chitted down to the mill. This mine too 
is being operated by Eastern capital, 
ex-Governor Swineford having interest- 
ested friends of his in the enterprise. 

" Veterans declare that many splen- 
did prospects of quartz are to be found 
close to Sitka, but that section of Alaska 
has not had . the attention paid to it 
hitherto that the outlook would seem to 
warrant. Alaska as a whole is still one 
of the most interesting countries of tho 
world; and with its 580,107 square miles 
of territory and a shore line of 25,000 
miles — more than all the Atlantic and 
Paciiic coast line in the United States — 
who can foretell the probabilities of this 
wondrous western world whose morn of 
existence gives promise of so glorious a 
day." 

AFFAIRS IN SAMOA. 

President Schmidt Stilt Hanging On to Of. 
fice-fllissionary Work. 

Apia, Samoa, Sept. 8.— (Per Steamer 
Mariposa.) — President Schmidt iB still 
here, although the day is passed when it 
was stated lie would go. It is now nearly 
two years since the treaty powers weie 
petitioned by the government of Samoa 
to remove President Schmidt, and early 
in the year Samoans were informed 
that he would be leaving in September. 
It is now certain that the time of his de- 
parture is uncertain, as the powers have i 
neither appointed his successor nor de- 
cided to do away with the office alto- 
gether, which latter is the desire of many 
residents and natives. Chief Justice Ide 
intends to leave Samoa if possible at the 
end of the year, and to accomplish (his 
the work of the supreme court is being 
moved on as rapidly as possible. 

The brigatine Pitcairn, of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Missionary Association, 
arrived August 20 and left several days 
later for Tongas and Iyr. This mission 
is making rapid progress.

Seattle. 

Seattle, Sept. 25.— The City of King- 
ston brought over yesterday a consign- 
ment of rich gold-copper ore from the 
Van Anda mine on Texada island, con- 
sisting of fifty Backs. This is the test 
hipment and a similar one "was made 
at the same time to San Francisco.

WHO WAS THE SUICIDE V 

A Stranger Who Took His Life in Toronto 
Destroyed All Traces of His 
Identity. 

Toronto, Sept. 24. — An inquest was 
held this evening upon the remains of 
a young man who registered at the 
Queen's hotel, on Tuesday night, as H. 
Nanta, of New York, and was found dead 
in his bed the following morning. It 
was clearly established that the young 
man came to his death by a self admin- 
istered dose of cyanide of potasBiuin, 
and a verdict to that effect was returned. 
Nothing was discovered to lead to 
his identity. His delicate white hands, 
his well manicured nails, the spotless 
cleanliness of his person, the fine qual- 
ity of his linen and underwear, all point 
to a man of wealth and refinement; but 
everything that might lead to his iden- 
tity — the initials on his linen and pages 
in his pocketbook— had been carefully 
destroyed. 

Gaudaur's Reception. 

Orillia, Sept. 25. — This town is en 
fete in honor of the champion oarsman 
Gaudaur, who was given a magnificent 
reception this evening. He was. brought 
into town in triumph from his home at 
the narrows, the Bteamers tooting their 
whistles and throwing up rockets. At 
the wharf a procession started for the 
opera house which was crowded. Mayor 
Jupp introduced the champion, who 
was received with vociferous applause. 
An address was then presented together 
with a silk purse containg $500. 

Bank Clearings. 
New York, Sept. 25. — The bank clear- 
ings at 88 cities for the week ending Sep- 
tember 24 show a total of $857,100,204, a 
decrease of 14.3 per cent. Outside of 
New York the clearances were $371,256,- 
000, a decreaso of 14.7 per cent. The 
clearances in Canada for six cities total
